WasuINGTON, February 6—It is thought 
shat the Morrison tariff bill will be reported 
+o the house in aday or two. The members 
of the ways and means committee are reticent 
on the subject. The bill purposes to make a 
reduction of twenty per cent in the duty on 
sumerous articles, while in afew cases the 
eduction is greater or less than that rate. A 
provision prevents any reduction to a rate 
wer thaninthe Morrillact of 1861. The 
pill is to take effect July 1, 1884, and it pro- 
vides that, in lieuof the duties and rates of 
duty imposed by law on the importation of 
»e goods, wares and merchandise men- 
»oned in the several schedules of ‘‘an act to 


val 


reduce internal revenue taxation and for 
other purposes,” approved March 3, 1883, and 
hereafter enumerated, there sha! be levied. 
collected and paid eighty per cent of the sey- 


eral duties and rates of duties now imposed 
on said articles severally; that is to say—on 
qi| the articles mentioned in cotton and cot- 
jon goods, hemp, jute and flax goods other 
than jute butts, wool and woolens, metals 
other than ores, books, papers, etc., 
sugar, tobacco, wood and wooden 
ware, ° earthenware and glassware, 
provisions, sundries other than pre- 
cious siones, salt, coal, bristles, lime, chemi- 
cal products, except as hereinafter provided. 
No duty shall, afver first day of Jul¥, 1884, be 
jevied in excess of forty per cent ad vaiorem, 
or ifs € quivailenft, on cottun and cotton goods; 
‘fifty per centum ad valorem, or its equiya- 
lent, on metals, and Sixty per centuin ad 
valorem On wool and woolen goods. The fol- 
lowing articles are to be exempt from duty:

i aud Paris whiie, dry, “wood tar, 
tar, crude, - Coal tur, produc's 
such, as uaphtha, bepzine, benz ule, 
jead oil aad pitch ali preparations of coal tar, not 
colors or dye, nut specificaily enumerated or pro- 
vided for in this act: logwood and other dye wood, 
exiracisand decoctious of ocre and ochery earths, 
umberand umber earths aud sienna and sienna 
earihs, all earths or clays unwrought or unmanu- 
factured not specially enumerated or provided for

THE PRE‘S ON THE PROPOSED MEASURE, 

The bill seems to meet with more favor 
than usua! from the press, The,New York 
Herald says, “‘Mr. Morrison, instead of ai- 
tempting to frame a measure in which each 
item: should be separately dealt with, thus 
opening the door to almost innumerable 
amendments and giving rise to almost end 
less debate and obstruc:ion, he has adopted 
a safer and more judicious method by pro 
viding for a general reduction in duties of 
tweuty per ceul, except so far as other 
and special changes may be recom- 
mended. Tuis is net a radical proposition. 
However, much may be urged against apply- 
‘ng a horizontal reduction to the tariff—. tariff 
which bas grown by being tinkered with in 
the interest of this or that industry, without 
revard to the effect of such tinkering upon 
other industries—we yet believe that Mr. 
Morrison has taken the course that is best cal- 
culated to proauce at least some good resuits.’’ 

fhe Tribune, true ww its hign protective 
leanings, is full of opposition to the measure, 
{ characterises it as one to destroy the salt 
lusiry Ol ihe United States; to Wipe out 
ihe American potrery industry; to dern ol ish 
important mauufactories of giass; to destroy 
e lead and copper mining industries; to re 

the wages of coal miners and iron 
miners, as well as the wages of Operatives 
in cotton and);wooien milis, iron furnaces and 
rolling mulls, and in pearly every other 
branctu of iron and steel manufacture; to op 
press the rice-growers of South Carolina and 
Georgia; to depress the wages ol laborers ou 
the sugar plantations and in the sugar mills 
of Louisiana, and to eliminate wool-growing 
from: the list of productive industries in the 
United S ates. 

Tne Paotladelphia Times croaks also. and 
says: ‘Just waat good Mr. Morrison hopes’ 
to secure by this movement 1s, doubtiess, 
well enough understood by himseif from 
his position as a presidential candidate. Itis 
his personal bill, designed as his platform 
He kuows he cannot aid the country at large 
by a redaction of taxation by this means, 
as a republican senate that believes 
ina high tariff and a republican president 
who fayors a higher one stand in the way of 
the bill ever becoming a law. He cannot 
aid or strengthen bis party by the atlempr, 
as there are mauy high-tarit! democrats woo 
Will be disposed ‘to q iarrel with him over his 
Atiempt to reduce che tariff. And he wiil 
give his republican oOppoaents a weapon to 
be used againt the democratic party inmost ef- 
fectually in the cuming presidential contest 
in the pivotal states upon whicd democratic 
success must depend.”’ 

The New York Times, however, sees much 
good in the bill and says that ‘‘its basis is 
sound, It is very much to be wished that 
there should be found sense and pacriotism 
enough in both parties in congress to secure 
its adoption in substance, because it meets 
tertain fumdamental requirements which no 
intelligent and honest observer, whatever his 
Political preferences, can deny or ignore. It 
tduces. inough very moderately, yet essen- 
tially, the rate of taxation, and in ali proba- 
bility would produce a reduction of the rev- 
enue. With asarplusof one hundred miil- 
ions of dollars annually, both the rae and 
the amount of taxation must be reduced, It 
is absurd and wrong for any rep 
resentative government to contin- 
te such needless exactions UpuB 
these wuom it pretends to represent. — 
be used in their own 
way. No set of political agents have any 
tight to take it from them to be expended at 
the discretion of the agents and not of the 
tax-payers, This proposition is so plain 
that there can be be nb argument against lt. 
Now Mr. Morrison’s biil, is an honest, 
Simple, practical attempt to rélieve the people 
of burdens which rest on every indus ty, 
every trade, every housebold and individual 
inthe land.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Gilmpeses at Men and Things In and About the Capi- 
toi—Miaor Matters of the Day. 
Special to The Constitution. 

WASHINGTON, February 6.—Five volumes of 
the reports of the tenth census are out. 
They are very large books and are published 
in the most elaborate style, with costly maps 
and engravings. Each member of congress 
receives five copies of each volume, The 
demand for them is very great and proves 
that their value is appreciated. In nearly 
every instance they are sent to public libra- 
ries as the best metnod of their disposition. 

Ijlinois has a full supply of country editors. 
One hundred of them have been in Washing: 
ton for several days, receiving the courtesies 
of western congresswen. 

The long abuse of the privileges of the 
house by ex-members who return as lobbyists 
has attracted the attention of the committee 
on rules. Stricter regulations as to admission 
of ex members are proposed, and wil! proba- 
bly be adopted. 

_ Several siighting allusions made by repub- 
licans to General Grant during the debate on 
the Fitz John Porter bill, are only some of 
the indications that the ex-president is not 
in a8 general favor with his party as he was 
even four years ago. He seldom comes to 
Washington, and is accused of a growing 
coldness toward the present administration. 
It would not surprise some people to see 
Grant suik in his tent when the national 
campaign comes on. 

Colonel Hammond looks remarkably well, 
considering the severe attack through which 
he bas passed. He has attended the sessions 
of the house this week. He will make a 
short trip to Atlanta next week to attend to 
some business before the supreme court. 

A remarkable number of new men have 
come to the front as active pariicipanis inthe 
debates and colloquies of this session. some 
of them are bright, attractive speakers, but 
one of the easiest things for a new congress- 
man to dois to talk himself to death. 

Oue of the most striking things about the 
Supreme court of the United States is the 
business-like way of disposing of cases. At- 
torneys are frequently called from ramblings 
and requested to state the merits of their 
case. Such athing as oratory is practically 
unknown in this court. The judges prove 
their faith in simpler methods by the style 
of their decisions. Exceptin the rarest in- 
stances they are very brief and utterly de- 
void of anything akin to rhetoric. They 
are naked, chilling statements of the law as it 
appears to the judges of our highest tribunal, 
Phe court is always a long way behind with 
its business in spite of these direct methods. 

The two speeches this session which have 
received most general compliment were that 
of Sunset Cox in favorof the repeal offthe test 
oath and that of Govefnor Curtin in closing 
the Fitzjohn Porter debate. 

It is hoped that the bills for Georgia rivers 
and harbors wlll succeed as well as those for 
public buildings in that state. 

Mr. Reese’s vill to give Augusta $150,000 
for a public building, and Mr. Blonot’s billto 
give Macon a building costing $125,000, have 
bo.h been favorably reported, and are behind 
few biilson the calendar. Mr. Nicholls is 
working for half a million to go into a public 
building at Savannah, and is very hopeful of 
success. 7 

Every indication givon out at the depart- 
ment of justice points to the conclusion that 
the office of the marshal of Georgia is notin 
a satisfactory condition. A sharp warfare is 
progressing between General Longstreet and 
other leading Georgia republicans, 
Longstreet has some strong friends here.

THE CATTLE PLAGUE. 


AN INTERESTING DEBATS IN THE 
HOUSE. 


The Texan Members Opposethe Billen Account of 
the Excessive Power it Conf-rs Upon the 
Examiners and Mr. B liford Objectato 


Cattle Cranks Prowling Around Barns 


Wasnintton, February 6.—In the house 
Mr. Cosgrove, of Missouri, entered a motion 
to reconsider the yote by which the house 
yesterday rejected the resolution empowering 
the committee on expenditure in the interior 
department to senda sub-committee to ex- 
amine the work on Hot springs creek. . Mr. 
Lewis, of Louisiana, offered a resolution 
referring to the court of claims for investiga- 
tion and report, all claims for cotton seized 
by the union authorities during the civil war. 
Referred. On motion of Mr. Russell, of 
Massachusetts, ten thotsand extra copies of 
Mr. Morrison’s tariff bill was ordered printed. 
On motion of Mr, Matison, of Indiana, a reso- 
lution was adopted calling on the secretary 
of theinterior for copies of all orders and 
correspondence relating to irregular practices 
on the part of attorneys practicing befo:e the 
pension office, together with copies of all 
official charges against such attorneys and 
copies of circulars used by them, which are 
deemed to be decisive in character. 

THE CATTLE BILL. 

The house went into committee of the 
whole on the “pleuro-pneumonia’’ bill. 
Mr. Lanham, of Texas, strongly opposed the 
bill, asendangering one of the vast indus- 
tries of the country, and anindustry in which 
the state of Texas was specially interested. 
He denied that there existed in Texas to-day 
a single case of pleuro-pneumonia, and argued 
that the operation of the bill should be con- 
fined to the states in which the plague exists. 
He: asserted that there were in this bill 
evils and dangers greater than the cat- 
tle plague. He criticized the provisions of 
the bill, and especially that section which 
provides for the division of the expense of 
eradicating the disease between the Ll aited 
States and the state in waich it exists. The 
United States has no, right to say what 
amount should be paid by any state, and in 
the case of a refusal to lay an embargo upon 
the shipment and exportation of its 
cattle, It was proposed {oO ap- 
propriate $250,000 to carry out the pro- 
visions of the bill, but he predicted that 
$250,000 would be found not to bs pocket 
change when compared with the vast sums 
which would be needed. No more magnif- 
cent plan had ever been conceived of to un- 
lock the vaults of the treasury and disgorge 
public funds, 

Mr. Reagan, of Texas, took similar grouuds 
in opposition to the measure, and argued 
that many of its provisions were unconstitu- 
tional. He fully sympathized with the purpose 
of the bill, but thought that the measure as 
reported would create an evil greater than it 
was proposed to remedy. 

Mr. Hunt, of Louisiana, also argued against 
the bill en constitutional grounds, contend- 
ing that it gave the federal governmeut pow- 
ers which were expressly reserved to the 
states. 

Mr. Eaton, of Connecticut, considered the 
pending bill as the most mischievous which 
had been presented to congress at the present 
session; mischievous because jt was ia ulter 
violation of the constitution, and took from 
the states their powers and their rights. 

Mr. Mildrom, of Mississippi, also opposed 
it, and gave notice of his intention to move 
to recommit it for amendment and revision. 

Mr. Lawrence, of Pennsylvania, and Mr. 
Peters, Perkins and Anderson, of Kansas, 
supported the bill. The latter said a terrible 
disease was threatening one of the greatest in- 
dustries of the country, and congress had 
power, on the ground of protecting the gen- 
eral public and the rights of property, to 
stamp it out, and yet the proposition to do so 
was met with the old argument Of staie 
sovereignty «and state rights. While 
the whole animal industry was in danger of 
being annihilated. ‘“‘it wasjycoutendedj that 
congress had no power to step over the state 
line and eradicate the disease. No such ob- 
jection will be made, however, when the 
Mississippi levee bill comes up. Gentlemen 
were willing that woole hordes of agricuiturat 
states should be permitted to goto demnition 
smithereens before they would vest any power 
in the federal government td prevent it 

Ma. Cannon and Mr. Rowell, of Illinois, 
favored the bill. 

OPPOSED TO CATTLE CRANKS. 

Mr. Belford, of Colorado, ssid that he 
would not vote for the bill unless it were 
fundamentally reconstructed, but he was not 
going to vote against it under any flimsy pre- 
text of state rights. He believed that this 
was a great nation,and that it was its duty to 
protect the heaith of the people. He ob- 
jected to the bill because it authorized some 
scientific crank to be appointed by the com- 
missioner of agriculture to take charge of the 
whole subject, and to investigate the condi- 
tion of cattle which were to be shipped from 
one state to another. That was too great a 
power to putinthe hands of any one agent 
of this nation. He hoped thatthe bill would 
be recommitted, and that the committee 
would remodel and refashion it. 

Mr. Potter, of New York, opposed the bill 
in its present shape, and said the question 
was nvotso much of state rights asit was ol 
state duty. He believed the work contem- 
plated could be done better by the states 
alone than by the federal authorities. 

Mr. Cox, of New York, opposed the bill on 
constitutional grounds, 

Mr. Gibson, of West Virginia, opposed 
it on its merits. He did not mean 
to reflect upon che committee on 
agriculture, but that the committee 
must have been overreacned, for the bill was 
a fraud on its face, and intended to perpetrate 
a great wrong upon the people. If proposed 
to create a force of officers, who should take 
the place of collectors of internal revenue, 
and search every man’s farm, and he was ut- 
terly astonished that the committee had put 
such unlimited power in the hands of subor- 
dinate officers, and opened to such a wide 
extent the doors of the treasury. Pending 
further action the committee rose and the 
house adjourned. 

IN THE SENATE. 

The chair laid before the senate a com.mnu- 
nication from the secretary of the interior 
transmitting, in compliance with a recent 
resolution of the senate, information as to 
mortgages executed by the Texas Pacific rail- 
road on lands granted to it by congress.

CROWDING CONGRESS. 


— 


The Continuous and Oompiex Work Demanded by the 
KRepid Growth of the Country. 


Special to The  onstitution, 

Waseincoton, February 6.—The recent ac- 
tion Of the senate, in allowing every 
senator, not the chairman of a com- 
mittee and therefore already supplied 
with a clerk, to bave one at the government’s 
expense, has caused several explanations of 
the duties of a member of congress. The 
siatemients made in the senate on this ques- 
tion showed that a senator’s life is not an easy 
one. Agloomier picture still has been drawn 
by the gentlemen who are advocating a bill 
to furnish each representative also with a 
clerk at government expense. Some discuss 
ion has arisen as to whicao does most work 
a senator or a representative in the house. 
Either is kept constantly busy if he does his 
duty. The number of letters 
from constituents is enor- 
mous. It is a comgressman’s business to at- 
tend ‘9 the wants of the people who send 
him Mere, but the number of trivial and tax- 
ing petitions that come from the people is 
surprising. To attend toall these would re- 
quire in some cases more than 
one clerk, besides monopoliaing 
the time of a congressman. Not to notice 
such requests is often to offenda political 
friend. So thie congressman of to-day isin a 
bad way. It requires more active work to 
keep ap with the duties of congressional life 
than ever before. This is one of the evi- 
dences of the rapid growth iv size and intelli- 
genceof the country, In most communities 
the people are just at that stage of education 
where the appetite for improvement is keen- 
est. The demand for public documents 
of every. kind, for speeches on 
every subject, for seeds, fish and other little 
favors which the government distributes 
among its people increases at a much faster 
ratio than the appropriations to supply these 
luxuries. The departments cry for more 
clerks and issue enormous reports of their 
work. Pensions alone constitute an insatiate 
demand for clerical labor and constant ap- 
propriations. The entire governmental sys- 
tem has the appearance of being crowded, 
overworked and flushed with exertion 
Our overgrown lower house can hardly turn 
round in its hall. Committees cannot find 
places to meet in the vast, crowded capitol. 
Cone library has climbed to inaccessible 
shelves, has nearly closed- the doors, and 
g.ems ready to pop outof the windows of its 
cramped contines. ‘The document rooms are 
already full at the start of a congress that 
threatens to introduce at least ten thousand 
bills. The supreme court cries 
for relief from the increasing demands 
on its patience, and already = it. 
requires a long seige to secure a hearing there. 
The court of claims isacircumlocution office, 
The very department organized to ascertain 
the data and to publiso the results of the 
country’s last ten year’s growth has seemed 
to stagger under the weight of the work. Che 
census bureau is engaged now in the publica- 
tion of fifteen or twenty great volumes setting 
forth what the country bas done in finance, 
manufactures, increased population, and 
in all the myriad directions of a de- 
veloping wuational life. The capital 
growing rapidly all the while is. more and 
more crowded every year with visitors for 
interest or pleasure. Whocan take even a 
casual view of the condition of the country 
as expressed through the varied machinery 
of the government in Washington and doubt 
that the most trying work for American 
statesmanship is yet to come? The present 
parties arealready complicated and perplexed 
over questions affecting the entire popula- 
tion. Careful men are trying to patch up 
palpably weak places in the constitution and 
statutes, such as the deficiencies in the electo- 
ral methodsand the presidential succession. 
These wants have been long felt. New needs 
are developing every day. New dangers mast 
come constantly in addition to the naturally 
intense strain already on our free system of 
government. The history of the country 
never had so many comolex and interesting 
questions. A congressman must indeed work 
nard. He has mere to dothanto send out 
seed and write po. it: letters to an im portunate 
constituency. There isan invitatsua to him 
for the highest of all work. There should be 
an inspiration for him in it too.

SYRACUSE,N. Y.. February 6.—At St John’s 


Catholic church, Rey. Father Moriarity, 
formally announced the decision of Bishop 
McNierney annulling the marriage of Elmer 
Rivest and Miss Anna Lafronier, which was 
performed on December 26. by Monsigneur

Guay. Father- Moriarity said that the sin- 
cerest sympathy is felt forthe unfortunate 
young lady, and that no blame rests upon 
her, she being the victim of bad advice. To 
a reporter Father Moriarity said: ‘This is an 
extremely sad case, but the lawsof the church 
are rigid. Nothing is 
our laws regarding marriage; and 
the church has never made an excep- 
tion to them in favor of any person, Henry 
VIIL. pleaded with the pope in vain to have 
his marriage with (Jueen Catherine annulled. 
Had the pope granted his request, England 
might have been saved to the church and 
been a Catholic country to-day. The church 
preferred to losea kingdom rather than al- 
ter one iota of its laws. So, too, Napoleon I. 
labored earnestly and almust savagely to get 
the pope to annul the marriage of his broth- 
er, Jerome Bonaparte, with Miss Patterson. 
After @ person is once married, according to 
ecclesiastical law, such a person can never 
marry again so long as the partner lives, A 
subsequent marriage may be legal in civil 
law, but the contracting parties in the eyes 
of the church are living in fornication.” 
ORDERED TO SEPARATE. 
‘‘Have Mr. Rivest and Mies Lafronier been 
ordered taseparate?” asked the reporter. 
‘We have so advised them.” 
‘In case they continue to live together, 
will they cease to be members of the church ?”’ 
‘‘In that case they will bé living togsther 
in sin and cannot receive the sacrament: but, 
in view of the extenuating circumstances, as 
they have been led into the step bya man 
representing the church, I do not think they 
will be formally excommunicated. I have 
the deepest sympathry for Miss Lafronier. 
Mr. KRivest’s course did not  recom- 
mend him as a gentleman 
or a Christian. By his maintain- 
ing that his first marriage was null and void 
he willingly makes out his own son, a lad of 
12 years or so, to be illigitimate. The mon- 
signeur says that Rivest tuld him that he was 
married when he was drunk and married, too, 
by a Protestant minister. I have learned 
that he was married by Father Smith, pastor 
of the Catholic church at Fulton. Whether 
the statement that he was drunk be true or 
not, Monsigneur Guay exceeded his authority 
and defied the bishop by consenting to marry 
the couple until the bishop had investigated 
the facts.

A RACE PREJUDICE 

It has been said that the Irish priests did 
not affiliate with the monsigneur, That is 
not true. We had nothing against him on 
accountof his nationality, but when we 
found he was disobeying the lawsof the 
church we were obliged to call him to ac- 
count. Either he is a very poor theo!ogian or 
he issomething else. When this marriage 
was performed it crea@Mi a great scandal 
among our people. I told the monsigneur he 
must report it to the bishop without delay. I 
gave him every ehance to present his cause 
before any of usinterfered. The idea of his 
assuming to decide so important a case almost 
passes the bounds of reason. When he came 
here he told our lrisn people that he was 
higher than any of us priests. He had the 
titie of domestic prelate, but that gave him 
no more power than one of us priests. The 
fact that Rivest got a divorce from his wife 
established the fact that he was married to 
her,”’ 

THE GROOM'S INTENTIONS. 

‘‘T bave nothing tosay,”’ said Mr. Rivest to 
the reporter, ‘‘except that Miss Lafronier and 
[ were legally married by Monsigneur Guay. 
The bans were publishe on the two preceed- 
ing Sundays, and the wedding ceremony was 
performed in the church with @ mass.’ 

‘‘Will you continue to live together!’ 

Mr Rivest declined to say anything regard- 
ing his first marriage and first wife. Eimer 
Rivest was married in 1870 in the village of 
Fulton by the Rev. Father Smith, and in 1831 
was divorced. When Mgr Guay heard of 
ihe bishop’s decision he resigned as rector of 
the church, and will sail for Rome this week 
to lay the matter before the pope. He has 
been very popular here, and has, it is said, 
collected more in fees than the Irish priests, 
who, his friends assert, have become jealous 
of him on that account.

THE SWAMPED COUNTRY. 


The Rising of the Great Water Bede ot the Country— 
Damage te Preperty. 

PITtsBURG, February 6.—The riversat this point 
passed the danger line last night, and at noon to 
day had reached thirty-one feet six inches, the 
highest stage since 1872. Dispatches from the head- 


waters of both rivers report that the water 
is still rising, while here it is ecreep- 
ing into the sreets at the rate of eight inches 
per hour. Miles of property in this city on the 
south side and in Ailegheny are submerged, 
aud hundreds of families have been compelled to 
vacate their Bouses. Al!l the millsand factories on 
the banks of both rivers have suspended 
operations, and the connection between Pittsbu 
and Allegheny by street vars is entirely cut off, 
The schools in tne first and fourth wards have 
been closed. Ona the Daquesne way water covers 
tbe office furniture in the Kobinson house, and is 
within one foot of the first floor of tae Duquense 
depot. Merchans on Water street have moved 
their goods to the secoud floors, a precaution 
which has never before been necessary for them toe 
take. Railroad traffic on all the river lines is 
greatly retarded, and the Baltimore and Onio, the 
Pittsburg ad Lake Kiie, the Pittebure aud West- 
ern, the Pittsburg and McKee, the Shortand Yonu- 
ghicgheny, the West Pennsylvania and 
Allegheny Valley roads, have suspended 
entirely, or will be compelled before evening so 
far damages are confined exclusidely to the flood- 
ing of property. Tne greatest suffering and damage 
reported in this vicinity is in the Youghiogheny 
egion, where the miuving hamlets and portions of 
towns lying on low laud have been inundated, and 
hundreds of families forced to desert their homes 
and _ fly before the coming flood. In 
some places it has been found necessaty 
to anchor the houses to trees and 
rocks to keep them from drifting off. The scene 
aiong the route of the great ice gorge, which ex- 
iended thirty miles oP the Youghiogheny river, 
beggars description. The streets and door gards 
were piled fall of ice, in many iustances the hea 
being fifieen to twenty feet high. 4o far as can 
learned no lives bave been lost, but the pecuniary 
Aamages will be immense, 


THE SUSQUEHANNA VALLEY 
A heavy freshet prevailed iu the valley of the Sus- 
quehana river in Pennsylvauia, and several ice 


gorges have formed. One above Williamsport is 18 
miles long, aud threatens much damage. Another 
bas formed at Harrisburg, where two bridges cross 
the river,and itis feared the back water wili put 
out the fires in several immense iron works, ’ 
THE SITUATION FROM CINCINNATI, 

CINCINNATI, Fevruary 6.—Cufpservative men who 
yes erday were uuWiliing to admit that last year’s 
flood would be duplicated, cannot be fouud wW- 
day. Thereis no louger a doubt that the water 
will reach last year’s height. On the 
contrary, with therain which is still faliing and 
the mild weather, the ouly question now is by how 
much last year’s flood wili be exceeded. The most 
alarming feature in the present situation is the 
rapidity of the rise. Last year when the river 
reached its present height, ic was rising less than 
an inch per hour. At noou to day the gauge showed 
59 feet. This shows whata prodigeous raiufall there 
has been. With last year's experienee the merch- 
ant’sand manufacturers wili lose much less than 
last year. No time is now wasted in pumping 
water from the cellars where the water umay 
encroach. Every available man and team is em- 
ployed in placing the goods on higher floors or re- 
moving them to higher ground. Business is com- 
pletely suspended toroughout all the lower part of 
the city. The Grand Central depot is aban- 
doned. The Ohio and Mississippi railroad 
has its eastern terminus at the Aufora end, 
fhey will mun steamers Letween 
opiuat avd Stwres _ station, and 
by omnibus to  Cinciunati. The 
ington and Baltimore traius will use the Cincinnati 
Hamilton and Dayton Depot. [his cau be used 
until the water reaches sixty six feet. Then the 
trains will have to stop at the stockyard. The Bee 
line trains will make that their terminus to 
morrow. The Pan Handleroads and Louisville em 
use their depot uniil it reaches sixty-twofeet. The 
Cincinnati southern will not be troubied in reach- 
ing the McLean street depot until the water gets 
higher than it was last year, but it cCan- 
not reach its side tracks to do its freight business, 
Che Cincinnati, ludiauapolis, 5t. Louis and Chicago 
bidsfair to beshut oulaltogether unless arrange- 
ments can be made to reach the city via Rushvilie, 
and over the Cincinnati, YUamilton aud ‘Dayton 
railroad. The Civcianati Norihern is the only 
road that Caunot be reached by the flood. This 
morning the warehouse of Duckworth's distillery 
w#s undermined and fell into the water, causinga 
large loss. Soon after the cattle pens, capable of 
feeding 1,000 cattle were sweptaway. The cattle 
had been removed yesterday. The loss, however, 
is heavy. 

PROVIDING A BELIEF FUND. 

CINCINNATI, February 6.—The chamber of com- 
meres transacted but little business today. Meage 
ures were taken to provide a relief fund for the 


destitute. Acommittee of fifteen was appointed 
and the secretary was kept busy for some tumeé se- 
curing subseriptious, mustly of one hurcdrea dol- 
jarseach, The chamber itself appropriated $5,000 
for the fund. The hea'th officer aunounced 
that he would place fifteen men of 
the sanitary force at the dis 
of the relief commiitee. The wind is from the 
south and the temperature is not failing. The 
streams discharging into the northern lakes are all 
flooded, and travel of all kinds throughout the 
state is impeded. At Whesiinpg, West Virginia, pre- 
parations are being mace for a flood 
than last year’s. The iron mis 
stopping and the river front is being abandoned. 
The river is rising at the rateof about eight inches 
an hour, andis uow forty four feet. The seventh 
ward, lying on Wheeling island, is almost entirel 
submerged, and the residents have abandoned the 
hoases In many cases, and in others moved info the 
second stories, reaching their dwellings in skiffs.

THE TENNESSEE RIVER. 

Birmingham, Rome,.Atlanta—all the dis- 
tricts that lie near beds of coal and iron— 
are trying toget in close communication with 
the Tennessee river. And Chattanooga isin- 
cluded in the list. The river flows by her 
. p*90rs, but its flow is interrupted by rocks anu 
falls not far below, and so a convention has 
been called to meet in Chattanooga on the 
12th proximo, to take steps to secure 
appropriations by congress to complete 
the work of opening the river ‘‘from 
its mouth to its source and to keep it open 
for all time free from any tolls or tribute 
whatever."’ A large convention is expected, 
every official from the governors down to 
municipal and county and trade officers 
having been requested to appoint delegates. 
The Chattanooga people assert that an appro- 
priation of one million will open 
the river within a year. A_ great 
deal of work has been done, about $5,000,000 
having been expended. This amount is 
dead capital on account of the want of an 
additional million. The size of the river and 
the traffic that would be attracted to it, cer- 
tainly justify the appropriation asked for. 
Birmingham will not, however, 
have to await the overcoming of the Muscle 
Shoals, and Rome hopes to get 
a railroad to the open river. Hence perhaps 
the impatience of Chattanooga, But the 
river should be opened, and there is really no 
reason why the work should not be vigorously 

carried onand speedily finished. 
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THE MORRISON BILL. 

The esteemed Courier-Journal wants to 

know what Tue Constitution thinks of the 
Morrison bili as the democratic platform on 
the tariff.

We are nothing if 
not candid, and we do not hesitate to say to 
our contempvurary that we know nothing ot 
“the debates that are to follow,” consequent- 
ly we know not what to think of them.

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COTTON MILLS IN THE SOUTH. 
There has been during the past two years a 
steady decline in domestics. In that time 
prices have gone down fully thirty-three per 
cent. ‘‘Wamsutta’’ that sold two years ago 
for 13%4 cents,is now retailed at 11 cents; 
‘Lonsdale’ that was worth 10'< cents at 
wholesale in January, 1882, is now re- 
tailed at &'s cents. Brown goods are 
worth one cent less a yard, and Merr'- 
mack prints have declined from 6% 
cents at wholesale to 5 cents at retail a yard. 
Allthrough the llst of domestics a similar 
reduction has taken place. 
This has gone on until 
profit has almost disappeared, until the east- 
ern manufacturers are compelled to choose 
between a stoppage of their mills ora very 
material reduction in wages. They are at- 
tempting to secure the latter, and 
the operatives threaten to inaugurate 
a great strike. Wages have already been re- 
duced in the eastern mills to a very low point, 
and the operatives say they cannot stand any 
further squeezing. It is not probable that

increased in the near future, and the New 
England mills must therefore fight te battle 
under presentcenditions. They are certainly 
not in position to be very aggressive. 

Let us hope that in this transition peried 
of cotton manufacturing, there will be no 
slackening in the work of building mills 
where the cotton is grown.

A little concert of 
action is all that is needed to build a cotton 
mill. No special amount of patriotism is 
needed, because money used in this way is 
not a gift, but an investment in a dividend- 
paying business, good management being the 
only essential condition.

THE COPYRIGAT BILL. 
Mr. Frelinghuysen, the secretary of state, 
has written a letter to the secretary of the 
American Copyright , League which is highly 
creditable to his understanding, as well as to 
his desires. After describing the legal and 
technical difficulties that stand in the way of 
the negotiation of a formal copyright treaty 
with any foreign country, Secretary Freling- 
huysen says: 

lam satisfied that a simpler solution of the 
question could be effected by some means which 
will give ia each conntry to the foreiga author the 
same right as a vativeauthor enj ys. The domes 
tic copyright law does not attempt to legislate 
upon the relations between an au‘hor aid his 
puoclisher, aud it is not easy to see why an interna- 
tional compact shuuld legislate upon a point which 
in each coun ry is left to the course of trade, I 
think the foreiguer owning acopyright should bave 
here the same privilege as our own citizens, pro- 
vided ourcitizens havein the foreigner’s couutry 
the sam. rights as the natives thereof, and there 
upon I would leave to the mutual convenience of 
the holder of the copyright and tbe publisher the 
adjustment of their contract, and leave to the tariff 
the task of ;rotecting the paper makers, type 
founders, printers and o' ber artisans “ho join in 
producing the book as a marketable article 

ihis might be attained by a simple amendment 
to our present copyrightlaw, admitting foreigners 
to the privilege of copyright when the privilege Is 
made reciprocal by treaty or law; after which a 
simple conveution, like a trade marks treaty. wouid 
suffice to put the amendment in foree. lam sure 
somesuch plan as this would suffice to mee: the 
views eXpressed by the well Kuown authors who 
comprise your association through its executive 
Gomrmittee. 

The negotiations with Great Britain fora 
copyright treaty are still pending, but in 
reality, these negotiations amount to nothing, 
since anumbeyg of publishers who have grown 
rich by pirating the products of foreign au- 
thors’ brains have sought to defeat the treaty 

a. . ‘ . 

with stipulations and conditions that are ab 
solutely foreign to the purposes of copyright. 
They have succeeded in making the treaty 
obnoxious to all right thinking persons, and 
there the matter rests. In view of these 
things, American authors are now seeking, as 
has already been set forth in THE Constitu 
rion, to secure the benefits of international 
copyright by means of congressional legisla- 
tion. 

There seems to be no doubt, according to 
all reports, that the Dorsheimer bill, unani- 
mously reported by the judiciary committee, 
will bave no difficulty in passing the house. 
On the other hand, there is as little doubt 
that when it reaches the senate it will meet 
opposition from such agencies as the publish- 
ers will have seen proper to establish. There 
is not a senator nor a congressman but knows 
that the publishers have not the remotest 
interest in an international copyright law 
except to defeat the very purposes which it 
contemplates, by hampering it with conditions 
which no foreign country will agree to see 
imposed on its authors. 

What the result wiil be in the senate no 
man can say, but we have hopes that there is 
sufficient honesty and justice in that body to 
insure the prompt indorsement of a measure 
which will secure to American authors the 
right to dispose of the products of their 
brains to the best advantage in foreign coun- 
tries. There is no doubt, however, that the 
publishers who are inimical to an interna- 
tional copyright law have considerable in- 
fluence in Washington. Your average con- 
gressman, whether he takes snuff in the seu- 
ate, or simply sneezes in the house, is apt to 
be awed as well as impressed by the repre-

Whisky Ring’’ this morning, you allude to Mr. 
Millett’s statement that the whisky now in bond 
belongs to parties who ordered it made, instead of 
to the distillers. 

The facts are simply these: 

About four years ago #& boom was inaugurated in 
the manufacture of the Kentucky product, because 
the time of taking the same out of bond had been 
extended to three years. The Megibbens, Mon- 
archs, Buchauans, Maitinglys, Atherton, Pepper, 
Tarr, Gaff, Frieburg, and other makers 


of straight goods largely increased their output ana 
employed a corpsof the most elcquent brokers and 
agets to rope speculators into buying both sour and 
sweet mash stimulants at wholesale. Hundreds of 
large apd smail capitalists were drawn into order- 
ing ahead, the quantity of beeaayer distilled was 
greatly augmented and the price of new goods was 
advanced from 85 cents to 65 centson which dis- 
tiilersgrew rich and sassy. Ata time when the 
whole country was overflowing with grain, the sil- 
very tongued orators were representing that a short 
coyn crop was the main cause.of the advance they 
were engiueering,and their following of blind phi- 
lanthopists were chuckling over the prospects of a 
famine while they were ordering food converted 
into Watterson’s worm tea. 

Over-production broke down the market, ana 
when the outsiders began to default on their time 
payments, the originators of the boom realized that 
a mistake had been mate in over-estimating the 
absorbing capacity of the convivial commubpnity. 
Defaulters were numerous and failures mapy, the 
most notable of which were the firms of Pfirmann 
& Pfau and Bishop Bros. & Co., of Cincinnati. 

Now the question of who is to suffer by the failure 
of congress .o afford relief is easily determined. If 
the enormous whisky surplus is sold to pay the tax, 
it would not net 20 cents per gallon over the tax— 
perhaps not even the amount of the -tax. If the 
banks discounted the paper of purchasers in bond 
wsthout recourse on the distillers, the day of sale 
will bea cold ene for the banks. If the distillers 
are responsible for the paper, the most 
of them will be ruined and Heuri 
Watterson must be satisfiel with the survival of 
the fittest. The majority of the lambs, or third 
pariies, were prematurely shorn and were frozen 
out long ago. It will be hard toexplain why relief 
should be afforded any of the participants in this 
maguanimous enterprise. The distillers started 
what has proven a fizzle, to make money ; phe banks 
accepted the evidet ces o@indebteduess in the same 
manner they would discount any oiher paper, the 
speculators were secrificed without mercy, and the 
present holders, whether bankers or distillersshould 
be allowed to squeal themseives hoarse. 

The deal was vicious; the general welfare will 
not be promoted by governmental interference— 
consumers Want cheap whisky and the dealers must 
take their medicive like jitthe men. Their com- 
mercial perpetuation is pot a necessity.

THEINGLORIOUS ROUTOF BAKER 
PASHA. 


Great Sensation Produced in England by the Rout 
of the Anglo-Copt Commander—An Attack 
on the Government by the Conservatives 
—TIhe Pope Appeals to the Powers, 


LonDON, February 6 —Later advices bring more 
and more particulars of the disastrous defeat of 
Baker Pasha. The slaughter of his forces continued 
all the way back to Trinkatt. The Egyptians were 
panic stricken and fell upon their line, but their 
appeals for merey were fruitless. The Arabs seized 
them oy the necks, thrust their spears into their 
backs, and savagely cut their throats. The En- 
glishmen missing are Morice Bey, Surgeon Lesli, 
Captains Forester and Walker, and Lieutenants 
Carroll, Smith acd Watkins. Ten other foreign offi. 
cers are missing. The fugitives huddled tog-ther on 
the shore at Trinkatt, and might easily have been 
slaughterea but the enemy gave no pursuit. The 
men embarked as quick as possible upon six trans. 
ports, which were lying there, and with Baker 
Pasha and Colonel Sartorious. were rescued at mia- 
night at Suakim. intense excitement prevails at 
Suakim to-day. An attack of the enemy is expected. 
The forts are occupied by Eaglish marines. The 
French agent tolegraphed fora man of war, 4 
Suakim dispatch says the enemy have surrounded 
and destroyed Tewfik Bey, and four hundreg 
followers between Sinkat and the coast. This dis. 
aster wasnot unexpected. For many weeks Tew. 
fix bey has been maintaing obstinate resistance in 
Sinkat, closely beset on all sides with enemies, jn 
the hope that forces would be seut to his reijef, 
Word from him reached Suakim Thursday |ast 
announcing thatif relief did not arrive by Satur. 
day, he should make a desperate effort to ent his 
way through the enemb to the coast. His condi. 
tion did not admit of au attempt to hold the town. 
This effort has proved futile. 

All special dispatches agree that Tokarand Sinka: 
are hopelessly ioat. The fact thatthe British gun- 
boats bave left Trinkatt creates a bad impression 
upon the minds of Egyptians,and encourages the 
rebels in their fanaticism. The rebels captured 5 
guns, 36,000 pounds of cannon ammunition, 3,000 
rifles, and an enormous quantity of cartridges 

A special cabinet council was held this mor. 
ing for the discussion of the disaster to Baker 
Pasha. Mr. Gladstone presided. A secoud cabj- 
net council upon the same subject was held ig 
tbe afternoon. Egyptian shares have greatly de 
clined. The transport ship Orenstes, with One 
thousand sailors on board, has been ordered to 
remain at 5uez, 

IN THE COMMONS, 

In the house of commons this afternoon, Hon, 
John G. Dodson stated that a bill was in prepara.

Was supported by four conservatives. Lord 
Rando'ph Churehill declared that he offered 
it because of the abrupt ending of the debate last 
night.

THE GOVERNMENT ON TRIAL. 

Yhe speaker ruled the amendment out of order. 
Lord Randolph Churchill thereupon moved that 
the house adjourn for the purpose of calling at-en- 
tion to urgent public business. All the conserva- 
tives, inciuding the leaders, rose to their feet in 
support of ihe motion. Great excitement prevails. 
Henry Chaplin, conservative, seconded this 
motion, and made a. violent attack upon 
the government. Sir Stafford Northcote declared 
that the abrupt termination of the debate was con- 
duct aitogether unworthy of tnegovernment. Mr, 
Gladstone replied that the goverument were in no 
wite responsible. They suffered more than the 
house from the stoppege of the debate. They were 
thereby rendered uunatls to auswer erroneous 
statements which had oeen made.
